Washougal began as a com- 
munity 125 years ago, and later 
was joined in eastern Clark County 
by LaCamas, later still changed to 
Camas. 

Rivalry was intense, from the 
football field to the main street. 
The competition became so intense, 
that for a time, athletic games 
between the two schools ceased. 

Intervening years brought con- 
solidation or merger no closer for 
schools or cities. Each time the 
issue was voted down. 

But 20 years ago, approximate- 
ly, there was a move to bring to- 
gether the commercial, industrial, 
community aspects into a single 
Chamber of Commerce. It has 
continued to serve both cities, 
and the benefits have been mutual.
